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The RECTOR's Caſe concerning the Power of 
Suſpenſion from the Sacrament, ſtated, &Cc. 


SIR, 


Received yours, and think my felf obliged to let you 
know, that I am more ſorry that ſuch difterences ſhould 


happen between the Clergy of our Church, (who in the 
general (and eſpecially in that Province) want no. Enemies) 
than willing to determine betwixt your Biſhop and you, who. 
was moſt in the Right, or leaſt in fault: Yet uncerſtanding 
that your Enemies trom thence alſo have taken an occaſion of 
raiſing new Calumnies; and becauſe, for ſome particular Rea- 
ſons,I cannot refuſe your Requeſt,to let you know my thoughts 
in the matter ; I have ſent them (ſuch as they are) to you ; 
deſiring that incaſe you ſhall at any time think it neceſſary in 
your own Vindication to produce the Judgmeat of a third Per« 
ſon, you would at leaſt conceal my Name. 


The CASE 13s this : 

A Reflor ſuſpends twaof bis Pariſhioners from the 
Sacrament, for notorious malicious Contrivances and 
Praflices againſt himſelf, and acquaints the Biſhop 
therewith, who not only neglefIs to proceed againſt the 
Malicious and Obſtinate Perſons, according to the Ca- 
non ; as the Rubrick preſcribes; but near a year after, 
coming to the Church, after the Sermon goes to the Ta- 
ble, and takes upon him the Adminiſtration of 1he Sa- 

Az crament, 
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crament, the ſuſpended Perſons go up to the Rails, the 
Reftor (thinking the Biſhop had forgot the Suſpenſion, 
or not obſerv'd their being there) tells them he thought 
it more convenient for them to withdraw; the Biſhop 
(they being his Servants) paſſionately interpoſes, and 
would not ſuffer it, but proceeds in the Communion- 
Service, conſecrates, diſtributes the Bread, and after- 
wards the Reflor the Cup, omitting the ſupended Per- 
fons, to whom the Biſhop commanded him to adminiſter 
it ; but he thought it unlawful to be done, and there- 
fore declined it. 


The ſence of our Church in this matter will be beſt 1-arn- 
ed from her Rubrick and Canons. 

The Rubrick prefix'd to the Order for the Adminiſtration 
of the Lords Supper, or holy Communion, hath theſe words, 
in Paragraphs 1, 2, 3+ 


© Somany as intend to be Partakers of the holy Communion, ſhail fg - 
* nific their Names tothe Curate at leaſt ſometime the day before. 

* And if any of thoſe be an open and notoriovs evil Liver, or have 
* done any wrong to-his Neighbours by word or deed, ſo that the Con- 
© pregation be thereby offended z the Curate, having knowledge thereof, 
" ſhall call him and advertiſe him, That im any wiſe he preſume net to 
* come to the Lords Table, until he hath openly declared himſelf to bave 
* truly repented & amended his former naughty life,that the Congregation 
© may thereby be ſatisfied, which before were offended ; and that he hath 
*. recompenced the Parties to whom he hath done wrong,or at leaſt declare 
* hiraſelf to be in full purpoſe ſo to do, as ſoon as be conveniently may. 

© The ſame order Thall the Curate uſe with thoſe betwixt whom he per- 
* ceiveth Malice and Hatred to reign ; not ſuffering theny to be partakers 
« of the Lords Table, until ke know zhem to be reconciled. And if one 
* of the Parties ſo at variance be content to forgive {rom the bottom ef 
*his heart, alt *rhat the other hath rreſpaſſed apainſt -hirm; and to make 


' £-amends for that he himſelf bath oftegdgd ; And the other party will not 
: | © be. 
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©© be perſwaded te a godly Unity, but remain lil in his frowardneſs «nd 
* malice z the Miniſter in that caſe ought to admit the penitent perſon to 
* the holy Communion, and not him that 1s obſtinate, Provided that 
* every Miaiſter ſo repelling any, as is ſpecified in this or the next prece- 
* dent Paragraph of this Rubrick, ſhall be obliged to give an account of 
©* the ſame to the Ordinary, within fourteen days after at the fartheſt. And 
** the Ordinary ſhall proceed againſt the offending perſon according to the 
** Canon, Thus far the Rabrick

No Vinilker ſhall in any wiſe admfc co the Receiving of the holy Com- 
munton any of his Cure o2 Flock, which be openly known to live in ſin 
no:oztous without repentance , noz anp who have malictouſly and openly 
contended with cheic neighbours, until they ſhall be reconciled, &c.--- 


The latter of which ſeems to be a Tranſlation of the former. 
So that in the Rubrick and theſe two Canons, we have the 
Judgments of the Convocations and Parliaments of both King- 
doms, which ſurely are abundantly ſufficient, withour any 
other Arguments or Authorities, to reſolve the Doubt, and 
caſt the Scale on the Reftors ſide. Yet becauſe this matter is 
deſignedly miſ-repreſented by ſome, and through ignorance 
mif-underſtood by others; I thall conſider it more fully, and 
endeavour to Anſwer all Objections, and ſilence all Calum- 
nies. 

This Queſtion in my Judgment will be ſufficiently Anſwer 
ed by an Enquiry into, and Reſolving of theſe three things : 

1. Whether a Rettor hath power to ſuſpend any of the Pari- 
ſhioners committed to his charge, from a Temporary Reception of 


the Sacrament, and in what Caſes he may exerciſe that power ? 
2. What 
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2” What is the Biſhops Office in ſuch 'a Caſe > Aid whethts 
he may reſtore ſuch Perſons ſo ſuſpended, without a Fadicial Cor- 
nizance of the Crime objected? ; 

2. Whether in ſuch a Caſe, the Biſhop may regalarly command 
the Retter, and ſuch Commands are obliging 2 
 #. It muſt be granted that the Refor hath a two-fold 
Power of Suſpending ſuch Perſons as are, or appear unto him 
to be unqualified and untit to Communicate, from the actual 
Reception of the Lords Supper 

iſt. A Spiritual, in the Court of Conſcience, inherent in his 
Order of Prieſthood, given him as part of his /nde/ib/e Cha- 
rafter in his Ordination, by thoſe words, | Whoſe fins thou do'/? 
forgive, they are forgiven; and whoſe ſts thou doſt retain, they 
are retained.} This power of Binding and Loofing, is no other 
. than the Power of admitting to, and ſuſpending from the $a- 
crament, and 1s uſually called the Power ot the Keys ; (and fo 
Dr. #amond in his Tract on that Subjec+, and almoſt all others, 
interpret it) which Power 1s fo cttential to the Priefts Order, 
#nd diſtinguifhes him from the inferiour. and qualifies him to 
undertake the Cure and Regiinent of Souls, when they ſhall 
be duly and legally committed to his Charge. This Power is 
ſo apparently neceſlary to the, Execution of the Prieſts Office, 
that the Pariſh-Priefts of the Roman Perſwaſ.on (notwithſtan- 
ding that the Government of that Church is Prelatical) do as 
ſuch forbid any of their Hearers from coming to their Maſs, 
which is but a private Communion ; or from thcir publick 
Communion, by vertue of the Rules of that Church, at their 
own Diſcretion. And the Teachers of the Presbyterians and 
other Diffentting Congregations, admit and with-hold which 
of their Members they judge fit or unfit, upon the Accounts of 
Crime, Scandal, Ge. from coming to their Tables: Andevery 
Presbyter in the Chureh of Zag/and, being at his Qrdination 
truſted with ſuch a power, he muſt be ſuppoſed (when Beve. 
. ficed; and having the Care of Sonls) to have the Uſe and Ex. 

| | , exciſe 
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greife of it teommiited to him, in which he muſt be direted by his 
difcrenve Judgment, as to the particular application of ir, or elſe-the 
Power was given hit in vain, ar:4 he unable to- diſcharge his Fun- 
ction, 

2 Lepal in the curward Court (as the Canoniſts ſpeak) for tho? 
every Presbyter hath ſuch a power commutred to him in his Ordina- 
ticn, yet that 1s only Spiritual ; but, befides this in our Church, as 
by Law Eſtabl.ſhed, in caſe of open and notorious Evil Life, or 
wrong done by word or deed, or malic? and hatred, eſpecially per- 
tifted m; The ReCtor (having Charge of Souls) 18 not only allowed 
to exerciſe his Spiritual Power, and Pricſtly-Office of binding, or 
retaining of Sin, by Suſpenſion from the Sacrzmentr, by the Tem- 
poral I 2ws of the Land ; but by the ſecond and third Paragraphs of 
the Rubrick prefixed, to the Order for the Adminiſtration of the 
Holy Communion (in this caſe of Malice (as in all others therein 
contained) is directed and commanded to repel all fuch from the Sa- 
crament ; and this Rubrick 1s the belt and moſt Authentick Rule tor 
the direction of the Clergy in Law, it being (as a!l things contained 
in the Book of Common Prayer (beſides what may be faid of all for- 
mer Editions) approved by the Convocarions, and confirmed by the 
Parhaments ot both Kiagdoms ; fo that a Prieit may Legally 
Suſpend ſuch Perſons as are mentioned in theſe Rubricks from the 
Receiving the Sacrarrents, in the general, 1s withour doubr. It aſcru- 
ple be raiſed by Objecting, That in this Cafe the ReQtor ſuſpended 
thoſe perſons for Malice, Injuries and Centrivances, &c. againſt 
himfelt, which 1s againſt the common Rule; That, No: Man ought 
fo be Judge in bis own Cauſe. It may be Anſwered, That th#t 
Rule is not Univerſal, and holds not between ſuch Relations, and in 
fuch Circumſtances as admit not of a third perfons intervening , as 
in this Cufe ; for who could know the circumſtances of the Pariſhio- 
ners bur the Rector, or fuſpetid them from the Sacramert, but he 
chat ought to Adminiſter it ro ther. | Befidesy! ſuch a Suſpenſiorr is 
nor any judicidl AR, or final Sentence paſt by che Rector, but only 
the taking that intermediate Courſe which the Law preferibes, to 
preſerve a Sacred Ordinance from Profanation, prevent the ſcandali- 
zing of others, and to bring the Offending perſon ro the Biſhop's 
Tribunal , and to render him obhoxious ro' his cenſure , for hs 
Spiritual welfare ; for the Biſhop is direAed by the Rabrick to pro- 
ceed againſt the Malicious petſor according to the Canony- —_

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#he whole 
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manded ſo to do by Law confirming it. There are other perſons 
which Divines tell us, every ReCtor or Curate, by vertue of his 
Prieſtly power, as he us a Diſpenſer of Gods Sacred O:dinance, is 
obliged not to admit to the Hoty Sacrament, as Youths, Phrenetick, 
thoſe that are Excommunicate, or under Interdit, maniteſtly Infa- 
mous, as Adulterers, Fernicators, Thieves, Extortioners, Conjurers, 
Perjured Perſons, Blaſphemous, &c. Unleſs they profels at the leaſt 
to repent.,,.and give fatisfaCtion for the publick Scandal ; but I need 
not inſiſt on this Argument , fince the Rubrick of our Common 
Prayer names expreſly.the Malicious, who are the perſons only in 
queſtion, and are there{ore by the Rules of both Divinity and Law 
to be excluded ; ſo far is it therefore from "Truth, That the Re&or 
ought to admit all perſons promiſcuouſly. Nenher ſhould our Church 
have need to have taught us tro pray , That God would give his 
Grace to the Clergy, That they way rightly and duly Adminiſter 
his Holy Sacrament, it every Clergy-man having cure of Souls 
(without having Liberty ro Exerciſe the power of the Keys com- 
mitted to him 1n his Ordination, and Authorized by the Temporal 
Laws) ſhould be obliged notwithſtanding to Adminiſter it to all per- 
ſons indifferently, how unkr, or unqualily'd ſo ever, by the Rules 
of Eivinity and Preſeriptions.of the Laws. Since no Man ſtands 
in need of any ſpecial Grace of God, either to aſliſt or dire&t him: to 
do that Aftion which he muſt neceflarily do , and which it 1s not in 
his Power to chooſe, or refuſe. 
The next thing to be confidered in this matter, is 

. 2. What is the Biſhops Office in ſuch a caſe, and whether he may 
fAftore ſuch perſons fo ſuſpended., without a judicial cognizance of 
the Crimes objeted againlt them. | 

And here (as formerly concerning the Prieſt) we muſt remember 
that the Biſhop hath a two-fold Power ; one ſpec:al,appertaining to his 
Paſtoral Office by Divine Right for the Execution thereof, enabling 
him in AR, as his Office obligeth him in Conſcience, to take beed to 
bimſelf and to all the Flock over which he is Overſeer. This Epiſ- 
copal Power was by the Ancients called Virge Paſtoralis, by which 
the Biſhop uſed (it more gentle means proved inefteftual) to endea- 
vour a Criminals Spiritual welfare, by inflifting the penalties of Suſ- 
penſion and Excommunication (it need require) till by repentance 
and wholſom Diſcipline he ſhould be cured and-reſtored. Thus 


' Paſtoral Rod in the firſt and pureſt Ages of Chriſtianity, did won- 


.derfully 
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derfully contain Men in the Obſervance of their Duty and Free- 
dom, from ſcandalous Offences and immortal Crimes, as being 
contrary to, and deſtruQtive of the Nature of their profe!s'd 
Religion ; The fear of this kept Men in awe, and made them 
walk cautiouſly, and in caſe of Miſcarriage, Vice, or Lapſe, re- 
duced them into divers Claſſes of Penitents, and continued them 
in each, till their performance of their reſpeQtively enjoyned 
Pennances. With this Spiritual Rod (if Admonition had been 
fruitleſs) the Biſhop ſhould have compelled his Malicious and 1»- 
Jurious Servants (it they could not acquit themſelves of their Ac- 
cuſations) to a Conteſlion of their Crimes, {atisfaftion for the 
wrong paſt, and reconciliation for the future; and to do this, he 
was under all the Obligations that the Spiritual overſight of his 
flock by Divine Right ; that the Truſt the Church committed to 
him, and the Solemn Vow of promiſe he made, at his Conſcera- 
tien ; That the Caution he ought to have had to avoid the gi- 
ving of Scandal to the reſt of the Flock, and occaſion to the Ad- 
verſarics to Blaſpheme ; that the Deſire and Zeal which he ought 
to have had, and thoſe aCtual endeavours which he ought to 
have uſed to promote the Edification of his Flock (and chiefly 
thoſe of his Family) could lay upon him. 

2. The other Eccleſiaſtical, as that perſon who is by the Civil 
Magiſtrate intruſted with the Exerciſe of Juriſdiftion in Eccleſi- 
aſtical Cauſes, for though the Governours of the Church, as it 
is Society diltinct from, and independent upon the Civil State 
(by their own Spiritual Authority) may difown, ſeparate from, 
and Cutt off any cor1upt Member by Suſpenſion, or Excommu- 
nication, and hinder him from their COmmunion in Sacred Oth- 
ces and converſation in Civil commerce; Yet having done this, 
can a&t no farther , nor can inflit any other Penalty upon the 
Contumacious and Excommunicated perſon; unleſs where Chri- 
ſtianity is Eſtabliſhed by the Adunicips! Laws , and the Ecclefi- 
aſtical Conſtitutions are confirmed and ſupporred by the ſecular 
Arm, and the Civil Magiſtrate will o_—_ to puniſh the con- 
tempt of. the Spiritual Cenſure, by the inflition of a Temporal 
pain, Now in our Church as by the Laws of the Land Eftabliſh- 
ed, and incorporated with the State, we have Canons confirmed 


by the Prince, the Execution of which Ganogs are committed 
C the 
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the Biſhop, and the Rubrick in our Common-Prayer-Books 
(confirmed by the Temporal Laws of the Land) commands the 
Biſhop to proceed againſt Perſons ſuſpended from the Sacrament 
by the Prieſt, according to the Canon. So thar in this reſpect, 
the Biſhop was under all Obligations that the Sovereign Power of 
the King as be is Gods Vice -gerent; The Keeper of beth Tables 
(bath Power in the Externals of Religion, and to make or con- 
firm Eccleſiaſhcal Canons, or Conſtitutions for the Polity of the 
Church, as well as Municipal Laws for the Government of rhe 
Kingdom) and hath a Supreme Superintendent Eccleſiaſtical Ju- 
ri{diRtion, and hath entruſted hem with the Legal Exerciſe of E- 
piſcopal Juriſdi&tion, and the Poileii:on of the Temporalities by 
the Laws made for the Legal Eftabliſhment of Religion, and 
confirmation of the Rubrick as part of the Common-Prayer- 
Book by Af of Parliament, can lay upon him. 

As to the latter part of the queſtion, whether rhe Biſhop can re- 
ſtore perſons ſo Suſpended, without a Legal Cognizance of the 
Crimes objeRted againſt them; I anſwer, The- Biſhop is bound 
by all thoſe Obligations aboyenamed, to take a Legal Cognizance 
of the Crimes objected; nor can he anſwer thoſe Obligations of 
Office and Conſcience, and tiults of the King, the Church, 
and Laws of the Land, unleſs he either atually &o fo, or at leaft 
take ſome other ſhorter and more private Courſe, which ſhall be 
effeRual to obtain the ſame purpoſe; Viz. To cauſe the Offenders 
to Anſwer thoſe two great ends of publick Juſtice, the Reforma- 
tion of the perſon Offending, and the fatisfaQtion of 'the perſon 
injured. As for Reformation, the Biſhop may uccept of the 
profeſſion of preſent ſorrow, and promiles of future amendment, 
1Q caſe he ſhall believe the ſame fincere, becauſe this is all God 
requires, as the fin an Offence committed againſt hirm. As for 
ſatisfaftion (befides what ought to be made to the Church , or 
Congregation by Coafefſion, or Pennance, in caſe of Scandal ) 
it muſt be made to the/injur'd. perſon, and requires Confeſſion of 
the injury done, and Reſtuution of Goods or Good Name taken 
away or 1mpaired ; according to the Nature of the thing, and the 

biltyof Reftitution, in Kind or Value. So that rhe Biſhop 
can neuther zuſtly, nor Jegally abſolve or reftore ſuch ſuſpended 
perſons, . till ſuch Conketlion or Reſtitution be firſt made; and 


the 
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the reaſon is, becauſe the injurious perſon by Treſpaſimg upon 
his brother er his right, becomes his Debtowr (and this is plam 
even from the words of the Lords Prayer, as Recorded by Sr. 
Luke 11.4. For wealſo forgize every one that 1s indebted to us) 
in ſuch ſort, that as long as he refuſes to Ciſcharge that debt by 
making ſatisfaction, he 15 fo far guiky of the breach and contempt 
of Gods Laws, that betore he Reverſes that Out-Lawry by Re- 
pentance and Reconciliation , he is unfit to perform any Holy 
Othces, ts approach Gods Altar, and his Sactiice (hike Cairns ) 
will be unacceprable to God, as our Saviour ſufficiently teaches us 
in Mat. 5. 23,24. And our Church in her Exhortation appornt- 
ed 10 give notice of, and to prepare for the Celebration of the 
Holy Communion, dire&ts the Prieſt to remind bis Pariſhioners 
of their Duty in this particular,in theſe Words; * And if ye ſhall 
* perceive your Offences 10 be ſuch as ere not ugainſt God, 
* but alſo againft your Ne1ghbours ; then ye ſhall reconcile your 
* ſelves unto them, being ready to make reftitution and ſatizfa- 
© tion according to the uttermelt of your Powers, ſor all Injuries 
* and Wrongs Cone by you to any other. And it ts very remar- 
kablc, That there is but one Text in all the Forr Evergeliſts, 
which can be thought either to give {oundation tothe centure of 
Excommunication m the Chriſtian Church, or to warrant the 
Tranflation of it out of the Jewifh Synagogue into the Chriſtian 
Church, (and that mentioning no other Crimes, as it Malice 
were the greateſt) commands (concerning 2n injurious and Trefs 
pating brother, who atter Admonition perfiſts in the Imjary, and 
refuſes to make ſatixfation) Let bim be unto thee as an Heathen 
Man and a Publicen. 

From - what has been ſaid, | ſuppoſe it is evident, that the In- 
jurious and Malicious perſon 1s by the Laws of God and Man 
under thoſe Obligations ro acknowtedge, revoke, und make fa- 
tisfaRtion for the Injury done bv him, and to feek reconciliation 
for the tuture, and that the pcrton myured harh (uch right to have 
Juſtice done him, that neither che Prieſt im the Court of- Conſei- 
ence, nor the Biſhop in the External Court can Abſolye or For- 
give the Injurious perſon, +1] {uch time 24 he ſhall repenc, and 
atually make fatufaftion and be recenciled, or at eaſt declare 
himſelf to be 4n fall purpoſe foro do ; berwufe foch Abſolution 
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n Court of Con/cience wauld be talſe and fallacious, as pronoun- 
ced clave erroute, and luch forgiveneſs ;n the Exteriour Cowt 
would be unjuſt, as hindering the perſon injured from the ac- 
knowledgment and ſatisfaction which the Laws of God and Man, 
and natural Juſtice, have made his righr, Befades, ſuch proceed- 
ings would be. evil, if ,not faral, in the Effects ; inaſmuch as they 
would, be means co harden Men in their Sins and Impicties, by 
taking away ſuch powerful motives 1o repentance, as the denun- 
ciaion of Gods Judgments againſt all willful Sins perſiſted in, 
and the cenſures of the Church prudently and conſcientiouſly 
made ule of. But tor a Biſhop to wave proceeding againſt the 
perſons,as being return'd to him as Suſpended from the Sacrament, 
are thereby accuſed to him, 'cither as evil perions, or ſcandalouſly 
Malicious, and -therefore' unfit to Communicate, and he there- 
upon obliged to make legal inquiry into, and rake Judicial cogni- 
zanee of their Crimes, and point blank to introduce them to the 
Hioly Table at all Adventures, meerly becauſe he will do ſo, is 
to break through, and at once to calt off all the Obligations 
which ,Conſcience, his Office, Solema Vow at Conſecration , 
care of the flock, and avoiding Scandal, Zeal to puniſh Vice, 
&c.. lay. upon him. 

If at be objeed, that the Reftor (in this caſe) being inte- 
reſted himſelt, might Suſpend and Repel the Parties concern'd 
without juſt Cauſe; it may be as eaſily Anſwered , that the Bi- 
ſhop (they being his Servants) might acquit them without good 
realon,. (and he that knows the circumſtances he 1s in with them, 
will-pretently think that Objeftion ſufhiciently Anſwered) how- 
ever it muſt needs be unjuſt, becauſe unreaſonable, for the Biſhop 
to bring them to the Sacrament, contrary to the method the Laws 
preſcribe , and without a publick Animadverſion, or at leaſt 
a private Examination , and hearing whether the ſaid Rector 
could 'make goed his charge againſt them ; for to acquit 
a perſon accufed, is equally unjuſt; with the condemning him 
unheard. And it is the Rector's proper Province to Suſpend , 
Viz. To bind in foro Conſcientiz ; and the Biſhops to Puniſh, or 
Acquit judicially foro Contentionis: Add to this, That'the Re- 
Ror ated within his proper Sphere, exerciſing the Power of his 
Order, the uſe of the Keys on their proper | QbjgR,' the, Flock 
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committed to his care : But the Biſhop uncanonically and ille- 
pally _— brings in his Servant:(as it were) by force and 
arms, violates the legal Aﬀtion of the Retour, and invades his 
Right in the Conſecration and Adminiſtration of the Holy Sup- 
per ; for though Canon 24, at Lon4n T60J, ſeems to allow the 
Biſhop ſamerimes, as well as the Dean and Dignitaries 1n Cathe- 
dral Churches (where there are no Parochial Cures) to Adminiſter 
the Sacred Supper. Yet th: Rubrick in our preſent Common-Pray- 
er-Book (which 1s of far betrer Authority) every where gives to 
the Prebendary that Offifiates in Cathedral Churches, and to 
the ReQor or Vicar in Pariſh Chyrches, the Rizht of Confecra 
tion, and reſerves to the Biſhop in the whole Othce, no preater 
burchen than the pronouncing the Abſolution,and the giving the 
Bleſling. 

The Third thing to be conſidered is, Whether in ſuch Caſe 
the Biſhop may regularly command the ReCtor, and ſuch com- 
mands are obliging ? 

He that doubts, whether ſuch an Excommunication as 18 only 
a bare Suſpenſion from the Sacrament, is lawful ; may be fats- 
fied from the Univerſal praftice of the Catholick Church, For 
though divers particular Churches in this laſt Age have differed 
(according to the various notions they have imbibed of Church 
Government) abour the perſons inflicting, and the Cauſes for 
which it ought to be inflicted ; yer they all agree in this,rhar ſuch a 
Cenſure there is,and may be exerciſed by him who hath the Charge 
and Cure of Souls. As for the Cauſes for which it may be in- 
fited, they are any immorral Crimes ; eſpecially when they are 
great, and by being publick become {candalous : How long and 
ſevere Pennances were of old impoſed upon thoſe, who in times 
of perſecution, either denyed their Profeſſion, or Sacrificed to the 
Heathens Idol, or were guilty of Murther, Perjury, Adultery, 
or Fornication, &c. is fo well known, that the inſiſting upon 
theſes things would but reproach the degeneracy of this Age, and 
the. almoſt rotal negle&t of Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline of the preſeat 
time. Now, whether an habituated Malice, evidenced by the 
miſchievous Attempts and Effefts of ir, be a ſufficient Cauſe for 
a Suſpenſion of any perſons ſrotn Receiving of the Holy Sacra- 
ment, nteds no further Proot than the remembrance that Malice 
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is not ſo much one ſingle ACt of Sin, as a continued State of 
Wickedneſs; and that becauſe, as Love is the fulfilling of the 
whole Law, ſois Malice the Tranſgreflien of it: and Sr. Joby 
ſays expreſly, Whoſoever hateth bis Brother is a Murtherer, and 

; ye know that no Murtherer hath Eternal Life abiding in him , and 
ye 35 gain, If @ Man ſay, I love God,and bateth bis Brother, be is a 
Liar, &c. Neither is any Vice or Crime more contrary to,and de- 
ſtruQtive of the the very Nature, Life, and Soul of Chriſtianity, 
than Malice, From whence, and from what hath been ſaid in 
the firſt particular, it plainly appears, that the Rector not. only 
had a ſufficient Authority, and a Legal Pawer to ſuſpend them 
from the Sacrament, but that he was under a threetold Obliga- 
tion ſo to do. 

The firſt of which relates to himſelf, and ariſes from the Di- 
vine Nature of his Office, and his being a Steward of the My- 
fteries of God, and as ſuch intruſted with the Adminiſtration and 
Diſpenſing of the Holy Sacraments, by which he is bound to uſe 
ail the Care, Fidelity, and CircumſpeCtion he can,to preſerve the 
Holy things committed to his Miniſtration, from being contem- 
nedand prophaned, Thus in the time of the Law, we find, 
that all perſons under-any Legal Uncleannefles, were. prohibited 
from eating of the Holy things SanCtihed, by being, offered ax 
Gods. Altar, leaſt they prophancd them. This ſurely was nor 
commanded meerly for the ſake of. thoſe External Purifications , 
but defigned to teach Men with what inward Purity and Mental 
Preparation they ought to approach Gods more eſpecial preſence, 
i Coreg. and the Solemnities of Religion, and offer up their Spiritual Sa- 
10 Cap+ crifices unto him ; for that the Jewiſh Sacrifices were Types of 
_— our Chriſtian Sacraments, the Apoſtle plainly ſhews us. And our 

Sayiour forbids the giving of Holy things to unft and unqual:- 
fyed perſons. It were ealie to fill many Pages with the Sayings 
of the Antient Fathers concerning the Veneration due to the Ho- 
ly Communion : but (omitting all others) I ſhall only add the 
Homil. 60, Caution St. Chryſoſtome gives the Clergy in this Caſe, be ſays, 
ad. An * Thus ſar my Difcourſe has been direCted ro ſuch as Communis+ 
P1002. *® cate, Now ]-will add a word to the Miniſters of the Church , 
©for it is neceſlary to admoniſh them of their Duty ; that with 
* all Iaduſtry and Care, they may Adminiſter theſe Sacred Gifts; 
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* for they are liable to no ſmall puniſhment, if they admic any 
© unworthy Perſon to this Table ; for his Blood ſhall be required 
* from their bands : Forlet him be a General of an Army, or a- 
*ny great Officer, or Prince, that comes unworthily to partake 
© of this Sacrarrent, he is to be prohibited; for you the Miniſters 
* of the Church, have a greater Power than he ; God hath there- 
© fore placed you in this Honourable Condition , that you might 
*make a right judgmeat of theſe thing-—And afterwards - 

* This Divine Myſtery does not only require, that we be free 
* trom Rapine and Hatred ; but liKewiſe from all kind of Ani- 
© molicy, or any breach of Charity , ſince it 1s the Myſtery of 
© Peace. 

A Second,reſpedts the perfons thernſelves, and 1s derived from the 
Paſtoral care he ought to have ot his Flock; tor every ReCtor, Vicar, 
or Curate is in Conſcience bourd to Aft fo, as he ſhall judge to 
conduce moſt ro the Edification and Spirnual welfare of the feve- 
ral Members cf the Congregation, reſpeCtively committed to his 
Charge ; or elſe he will have a dreadful Account to give at the 
L aſt Day, to the Great Shepherd and Biſhop of Souls, of his Mi- 
niſtration and Stewardſhip. So that for this Reaſon, the Reftor 
was obliged to Sufpend the Malicious Perſons from the Sacra- 
ment, for their own good, upon a double Account, 

1, Of Charity to their poor Souls, which they would impiouſly 
expoſe to ſo much preſent danger, tor fince (as the Apoſtle faith)! ©#r,1 7 
He that eateth and drinketh umworthily, eateth and drinketh dam- ** 
nation to himſelf. By the ſame Motives that all men are bound 
to preventany bodily hurt or danger that a child, a mad man, an 
Epileptick-perſon , or a man in a Calenture would -run into, 
tbrough ignorance, or the effects of his Diſtemper : All ReQtors, 
Vicars and Curates are obliged to ſuſpend and forbid all perſons 
evidently wicked and ſcandalouſly malicious (as long as they con- 
tinue ſuch) from the Sacrament ; becauſe the receiving of it in 
ſuch circumſtances would add fin to fin, and encreaſe their puile; 
to their ſpiritual ruine and damnation. Therefore St, Ambroſe, 
when the Emperor Theodoſius ({rnemed the Great) (defiled with 
the Blood of the Theſſalonians, which being in a tumult, he had 
commanded (in a paſſion) to be flain) would have approached 
Gods Altar, and received the holy-Sacrament, would not ſuffer 
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him, (as unfic to partake of thoſe holy Myſteries) till after ſome 

months humiliation and penitence, 
2. Of care for their furure Amendment; Therefore the Apoſtle 
delivered Hymeneus and Alexander to Satan, that they might leare 
r Tim. 1,29 897 to blaſpheme. And wrote to the Corinthians ro Excommun cate 
7 Cor. 5.5. the Inceſluous perion, that the ſpirit may be ſaved in the day of the 
Lord Feſus, The ſevere diſcipline of the Aucients, and how uſual 
it was with them 1n caſe of Lapſe, or the commullion of any groſs 
and Scandalous Crime, to 1mpo'le Penances of feven or fitteen

Congregation, his Neighbours are expoſed to a two-fold Dan- 
per : | 

Example : for fo the 
Morbida Apoſtle argues, Know ye not that a little Leaven leaveneth the 
_—_— whole lump ? And more to the ſame purpoſe, in $ Cor.8.10, And 
—_ it is but roo well known, that evil Examples are of ſo great efh- 
ovile, cacy, that men are more often led away by them, though bad, 
than reſtrained by Precepts, though good. And the taking away 
thoſe Methods which the Piety and Wiſdom of former times have 
uſed to diſcountenance and puniſh {in-in others, 13 in effe& the 
tempting of Men to do evil, or at the leaſt an Encouragement of 
them to offend in their own Perſons, by ſubtraGtion of the Penalty 
due to others : For the fear of ſhame, and the being publickly 
- expoſed, are powerful Reſtraints upon all ſuch who have not as 
yet extinguiſhed the ſence of Conſtience, and defaced all natural 
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Modeſty, by a long continued cuſtom of finning, but by t! 
Grace of God, or the advantages of a good Education retain an 
love ta Vertue : Which yer it 1s to be feared will (ar leaſt by de- ++ 
greet). continually Languiſh and Decay, as nor being able to re- 
fiſt the daily Alſaulrs, and Powerful Temptations to Sin , which 
the trequent Evil Examples of others, and the probable proſpect 
of their own impunity, will Miniſter unto tt. 

2. Of being {candalized;or offended at ſuch connivence ar, or 
rather approbation of, their Neighbours Crimes, by thoſe per- 
ſons, who are obliged by their Spiritual Office to decry, and en- 
abled by the Civil Power to puniſh, ſuch open Impiettes. And 
no doubt, one or both of thele; Y;z. the prevention of InfeRion, 
or the avoiding of Scandal; the Apoſtle had an Eye to that Pre- 
cept, But I bave Written to you not to keep Company, if any Jan , PIG 
that 1s cailed a RBrotber be « Fornicator, or Covetousr, &c, The 
Governours therefore of the Primitive Church watched over their 
Flocks with a Godly Fealouſie : And though unafliſted by any, c,, .. 
lecular Power,) but often perſecuted by it) by the frequent andz, 
Conſcientious uſe of Suſpenſion and Excommunication, with the 
Pennances thereunto added; they preſerved the Veneration due 
to the Sacred Myſteries, the Honour of their: Religion, and their 
Communion, without Scandal given either totheir own Members, 
or thoſe without. 

To. which three Obligations on the Rector to Suſpend the Ma- 
licious Perſons, I might add a fourth, relating to the. Enemies of 
Gods Church, who by a connivence at Publick Crimes, may be 
induced to ſpeak Evi} of his Name, arifingtrom the care all Men 
ought to take, not to give Offence. Thus becauſe David by Mar, 13. 
his Adultery, &c. Had given occaſion to the Enemies of the Lords 7. &«. 
to Blaſpheme ; God puniſhed him with the Death of his Son; * $2712. 
And St, Paul exhorts the Theſſalonians, To walk” boneft ly towards qv 
them who are without ; And ſays, a Bilhop, Muft have a good ,, mY 
report of them who are without : By thoſe without, the Apoltle i 7im.3 7 
means ſuch as then was unbelieving Jews, or unconverted Gen- 
tiles, and now are Jews, Mahometans or Pagans; any of theſe 
if ſeandalized at the Vitious Lives of Proteſſcd Chriſtians, will 
conceive a prejudice againſt Chriſtianity it ſelf, and pur a bar to 
their own Converſation : And , * 2 parity of Reaſon, the tolera» 
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yoo and connivence at notorious Crimes, and negled, or rather 
abolition of Diſcipline, will give offencc to the prelent Recuſanrs 
and Difſenters amongſt which we live, and conſequently make 
them far more averle from the returning to our Communion, So 
far (therefore) was it from being ir, the Biſhops power, according 
to Scripture, Divinity, Law, Or Canon, to. command the ReCtor 
to adminiſter the Sacrament to: Perſons altogether ſo unqualified 
for it, that by none of thoſe his own Action, 1a introducing them 
by force, can ever be approved. 

There is but one thing that can be offered in the Biſhops behalf, 
2gainſt the ReCtors refuſing to adminiſter the Cup to the Suſpen- 
ded Perſons, and that 1s, That the RxQor (and that by vertue of 
his Qath) owes to the Biſhop Canonical Obedience, and therefore 
when the Biſhop commanded him to give the Cup, he ſhould have 
done it. To which it may be as calily anſwered, That the Cano- 
nical Obedience,and the Obligation thereunto may be granted,and 
the inference at the ſame time denied ; for (beſides that, that Oath is 
but a Relick of the Ulurpations that the Biſhops within the Papacy 
have made upon the Rights of the reſt of the Clergy, in the mere 
dark,ignorant and corrupt Ages of Chriſtianity( for 4» the beginning 
it was not ſo) the impoſition of it 18 in it ſelf unjuſt, and the Reftors 
having taked it very uncertain) that Oath is not concerned in this 
caſe, tor Canonical Obedience is nothing elſe but the doing of 
thoſe things which the Biſhop commands purſuant to the Canons ; 
or if you pleaſe, An Obſervation of thoſe Canons or Rules which 
the Church hath made for the DireRions of the Clergy in their 
Lives, DoRrines and Polity. Now theſe Canons are fo far from 
obliging the Rector to adminiſter the Sacrament toll Livers, or 
mahcious Perſons (as long as they continue ſuch) that they com- 
mand the direct _— as appears by the preceding Quotations; 
and the Biſhop will be tound (and not the Retor) to have viola- 
ted the Canons. + So that though.in reſpeCt of the inferiour Cler- 
gy, the Biſhap (in iomeſenſe) is the Executor of the Canons, or 
hath power:(in the Caſes, and by the Cenſures therein preſcribed) 
to compel his Clergy to the obſervation of ſuch of the Canongand 
Conſtitutions Eccleſiaſtical as are agreeable to the Word of God, 
and the Laws and Cuſtomes of the Land( for otherwiſe they -muſt 
in conſcienceuſtice, and reaſon,ns well as by verive «the Statute 
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be poſtponed ) yet the Biſhops Eccleſiaſtical power 1s ſo circum- 
ſcribed and limited by ſuch Canons and Canſtitutiens as aboveſaid, 
that the Biſhop can extend his juriſdiction over the Clergy, or 
Laity,or exact obedience from either of them, no farther than his 
aCtions, proceedingy, and cenſures are thereby expres{ly precribed, 
authorized and waranted ; for {ince the Popes Supremacy in this 
Kingdome is abol ſhed, that power which( in the times of his 
Ulurpation) the Biſhop exerciſed here, either as received from him, 
or by vertue of his Pontificial Decrerals, or any Legantine con- 
ſtituttons muſt alſo be void, ceaſe, and be determined; neither would 
it be leſs evidently abſurd to afliga to a Biſhopan arbitrary power 
over his fellow ſubjects, and at the ſame ume to deny it to a Sove- 
reigne Prince; beſides Canonical obedience ( leaſt ,a Biſhop) under 
pretenceof any Popiſh or abſolute Canon) ſhould command any 
thing in it ſelf, (for by reaſon of circumſtances) unfit ro be done, 
or ſhould abuſe his authority, to ſerve any ſiniſter deſign, or ill 
affection of his own) is in the Oath limited and reſtrained to theſe 
things which are lawful and honeſt ; So that as a Biſhop can-com- 
mand, ſoa Clergy man, is obliged to obey bimz in no other things. 
Now no man will (preſume) ſay, that the Biſhop covldlawtully 
command the Rector to adminiſter the Sacrament tothe luſpended 
perſons, when the doing of it was -Contrary to the Obligations of 
his own Conſcience, his FunQion, the Laws of the Land, and 
the Conſtitutions of the Church; or that the Rector would be 
obliged by his Oath of Canonical Obedience (in caſe he took 
any ſuck) to have done it, or could lawtully do it, whether he 
took ſuch Qath or not. 

If it ſhall be ſaid in behalf of the Injurious and Malicious pet- 
ſons. That fince they came to the Lords Table, it is in Charity 
to be ſuppoled, that they did Repent of their Sins -before they 
came there, and ſo ought to be received as fit Communicants, 4 
Anfwer, That Repentarice, Whethet general or partieular;in that 
Caſe, 'is not ſufficient z there 'mult be alſo Confeſſion of, and -far 
rixfaCtion for the Injury done; 'made to the party injured, [and at 
the keaſt intended Reconciliation, with the perſon with -whom 
they were at yarience; all which according'to the Scrapture, the 
Rubrick, the Canen, andtheapinion of all: Cafiuſte are necefiary 
to. qualifie them for. the Receiving of the Sacrament, 123 appears 
from what hath been ſaid in the ſecond particular. Be- 
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"Befades, theſe Malicious perſons, if they had intended to have | 
been partakers of the Holy Communion, ſhould have fgnified 
their Names to the ReCtor, at leaſt ſome time the day before 
for fo the Rubrick commands, Sect. firſt, Which no doubt was 
Ordained, that ſo the ReCtor might know who intended to come 
municate, and rhereby be pur into a capacity to approve oof their 
coming,” whom he thought ht to Receive, and to Suſpend thoſe 
whom he koew to be'otherwiſe : Bur for Men to violate a Spiri 
rual cenſure, to brezk the Publicki Order of the Church; to 
diſobey their Paſtor, to ruſh in upon the Holy Table, to take by 
force the Sacred Myſteries, and ro prophane Gods Altar, is 109 
like the Caſe of Corab, Daihen and. Abiram , Kc. to be either 
excuſed or toleruted in a-Legally Eſtabliſh'd Church. 

I mighe add, that. (were it nor Sin) it mey be a' matter ob 
very-il} conſequences, for the Biſhop-thus to break. down all the 
encloſes and-tences of fo Sacred an Ordinance, and-expoſe the 
moſt venerable Myſtery in the whole Chriſtian Religion, to the 
prophanation of» all bold Intruders, and the Prieſts Office , 
and: the 'Symbolam: of our Chriſtian Communiong,. to: the 
Pleaſure of »1be'\Rabble3, ' and the: Scorn of: the: Enemy : * 
To: deface and blorout thoſe ſmall remainders of 'reſpe& left in 
the hearts of the Men tothe Engliſh Clergy ; and thus to animate 
and encourage the Wicked and Prophane Vulgar to affront their 

F Paſtor, and be Rude{ro their Teachers,ſo contrary to the Apoſto- 
T'lick Exhortation, and their own- Intereſt: To take away all marks 
of diſtiniog' berwixt good and bad ;. and to abeliſh-the Motives 
and incouragements to Piety and Devotion;: and the*ſhame and 
puniſhments of Vice and Prophanenefs, It is well enough known 
what boaſt the Diffenters have made of the Exerciſe of Diſcipline 
amongſt themſelves; and bow they inſult over us, (who yet have 
a L _—_— (which'they have not} to; enforce our Cenfures) 
tor: th6wun,''or rather negle& of 'ir.. "Informuch, that many of 
viicwrw my: knowledpe have objected, 'and infiſted upon the Ads 
milſion of perſons of: Wicked and Scandalons Lives, 'amongit us, 
tothe [Lords Table without diſcrimination, rogether with the 
corruption and almoſt total neglect of Diſcipline in exerciſe of 
Church: Cenſixes, / and the Scandal thereby-laid- before them; 
x4 onof:the great "Cauſes of their lepetatior from our Commu» 
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nion, and _ in a diſſenting Congregation, where they have 
(er rather think they have) that Ordinance more pure, and with 
leſs Offence conveyed untothem. And indeed, the belt Anſwer 
that I know can be returned to that ObjeCtion, is, that ſuch ad- 
miſſion of Men of Wicked and Scandalous Lives to the Coms+ 
munion, and the nogleCt of ejeting them by Excommunication , 
cannot juſtly be charged upon the &'ſhop, or thoſe who have a Le- 
gl Power to Cenſure, Reform, or Puniſh them, unleſs they are 
tir't made acquarted, and duly informed of their unhrneſs, Scan- 
dal, and il] Lite: Bur where this Apology is prevented by a De- 
monſtration , that Ignorance, or want of information and know- 
ledg, cannot be pleaded in our Governours behalf; I am at a 
loſs ro think of any other, becauſe knowledg makes Sins willtul 
and inexcuſable ; and they who have undertaken that great and 
weighty Charge (upon what Motives foever) have their @wn 
Sins, the conmvence at others , and the Scandal thereby piven, 
to accornpt for, 

Laſtly the Biſhops Expreſſion in ſ:ying, 1 commend you; may 
require a more ſevere Reflection than I am willing to make ot it. 
The Word Biſhop was anciently a Nawe of Office, and not of 
Order, And the Eſſential difference of a Biſhop from a Presby- 
ter, conſiſts in the fuper-addition of a New Office to his former 
Order, rogether with the reſervation of ſome few preheminence3 
(as peculiars) to 'that Office, ter preſerving the Unity of the 
Church, &c. Whence it appears, that the Epiſcopal Power was 
not Monarchical, Abſolute, or Inherent in the ſole perſon of the 
Biſhop, but fraternal, limited, and placed in the Biſhop in conjun- 
Aion with his Colledg of Presbyters ; which had fo great an [n- 
tereſt in the Adminiltration'of the Church Afﬀairs, that there 
ſeemed only a Negatize Vore (for the preſervation of Order and 
Unity) to be reſerved tothe Biſhop ; for in the time of St. Tona- 
tins (when Epiſcopacy may rationally be ſuppoſed to have been 
in its Purity and Vigour, as being then ſo very near its Inſtitution) 
it was received «8a Rule, Thet nothing be dene without the Bt- 
ſhop; and atterwards we are told, that there was a time when, A// 
things were Governed by the Common Council of the Presbyters, 
And that the Caſe is now here in Europe ſo much altered, is to be 
attributed tothe Aſcendant, that - Biſhop of Rowe, hath = 
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& Modis gotten over the Emperor, and theſe Wefery: Princes, 
and to the Conſequences of ir ; and not to the Inſtitution of E-+ 
piſcopacy, or the Conſtitution of any General Councils. In the 
mean time as the Pope (notwithſtanding all his Uſurpations and 
Pretenſtons) calls all Biſhops Coxfratres ; ſo the Biſhops, Arch- 
biſhops, and Metropolitans, continue to write to the Presbyrers, 
by the Title of Brethren; but whether their Actions are corie- 
ſpondent ipſi wviderint ; However, the Biſhops Office, as well as 
the Presbyters, is only Miniſterial, and his Power only for E- 
dification : The Apoſtolical DireCtions given to the Epbeſian Bi- 
ſhop, have no ſuch word (in this caſe) as Commands, but men- 
tion Intreaties to be uſed to the Elders as Fathers, and to the 
younger Men, as Brethren ; and if it be decent and neceflary for 
Biſhops to behave themſelves thus to the Loaity, how much more 
to the Clergy. And the form of Ordination ſpeaks of Godly. Ad- 
monitions; but to fay, I command you, is Language more fit ſor 
an Emperor, an Abſolute Monarch, or the General:imo of an 
Army, who Govern by Deſpotic Power, than for that perſon 
whoſe CharaQter the Apoſtle deſcribes, 1 Tim. 3, It hath'never 
been reputed the Style of Biſhops , but the Voice of Tyrants, 
to ſay, Sic vole, fic jubeo flat (pro ratione) woluntas.
